DR. 
MAY ON 
PRESCRIPIDH 
COMMIS­ 
SIONS. 


Dr. May yesterday let in considerable 
light upon the subject of the percentage or 
commission paid to physicians by drug­ 
gists, and in doing so enforced the argu­ 
ments in favor of the bill directed against 
th at practice. 
He disclosed a professional 
secret by informing the Assembly that 
when some doctors wrote prescriptions for 
their patients they added to them certain 
letters which indicated to the druggist 
how much he was to charge for the medi­ 
cine. 
The method followed is that used in 
trade-m arks ordinarily. A word is selected 
containing ten letters, or a number of 
words which together contain the same 
number, and each letter is made to repre­ 
sent a numeral. 
Iu the case cited by Dr. 
May the word used was “ republican,” and 
in the instance quoted by him the letters 
taken from this word and put iu the 
prescription informed the druggist that ho 
was to charge $2 50 for medicine not really 
worth the odd fifty cents. 
Of course it is 
evident that if the physician has the power 
of fixing the price to be charged for drugs, 
he can graduate his charges iu accordance 
with his knowledge of the patient's finan­ 
cial condition. 
I t is a method which dis­ 
penses with all the commercial principles 
which govern ordinary business, however, 
and partakes largely of th at refreshing 
frcehandedncss which we are accustomed 
to associate with the habits of the extinct 
order known as knights of the road, 
or, vulgarly, highwaymen. 
Patients do 
not 
pay, 
under such 
a system, 
tho 
commercial value of the medicines pre­ 
pared for them, hut they pay whatever 
their doctor thinks they can stand, or 
whatever will leave a sufficiently hand­ 
some margin for commission. 
I t is, we 
think, sufficiently clear th at this abuse 
has reached the stage which justifies legis­ 
lative interference. 
It is one of those evils 
which cannot be left to their own working 
for correction, for the reason that it is a 
combination by which two persons profit 
at the expense of a third, who, from the 
very nature of the conditions, can exercise 
no influence upon the result. 


SAT TER W HI! E’S WATER BILL. 


Pending the adjudication by the Courts 
of the constitutionality of the law just en­ 
acted prohibiting 
the 
employment of 
Chinese by corporations, the statute will 
apparently be subm itted to by those who 
are affected by it. 
But it does not appear 
from the developments already made that 
it is likely to help white labor in any way, 
while it is evident th at in specific cases it 
will injure the very element it was in­ 
tended to benefit. 
I t seems probable that 
in a number of cases where the force of 
workmen employed was partly white and 
partly Chinese, the business conducted 
will he closed, thus reducing the employ­ 
ment of white labor. 
No doubt it will he 
alleged by the Sandlotters th at these cor­ 
porations ought to fill the places of the 
Chinese with white men, and continue 
their business, hu t th at is obviously a 
m atter which the corporatious will decide 
for thc-mselves, and if they conclude that 
it will not pay to continue work under the 
new conditions, there is no way by which 
they can he compelled to act against their 
own judgment. 
There are many young 
and struggling industries in the State 
which have only got a foothold through 
the advantage of a particularly cheap 
form of labor. 
In most of these cases it 
has been the practice to employ white men 
for all the les3 mechanical and servile op­ 
erations, and Chinese for those which de­ 
manded only steady application. 
As with­ 
out Chinese labor the fair presumption is 
th at none of these industries would have 
been projected at all, it follows th at the 
employment they afforded to white men 
was so much clear gain. 
The theory of the 
Sandlotters, th a t it makes no difference to 
the profits of a manufacturer w hether 
white or Chinese labor is employed, is, un­ 
fortunately for them, one which can only 
be tested by the employers ; and if they 
declare th at they are unable to manufac­ 
ture profitably if forbidden to employ Chi­ 
nese, we do not see how any appeal from 
that decision is to be taken. 


In regard to the railroad companies, in­ 
quiry shows th at they are not now employ­ 
ing more than a score or so of Chinamen 
in the State, and therefore the new law, 
even if constitutional, could make no open­ 
ing for white labor in th at direction. 
In 
fact it seems probable th at the corporations 
generally either do not employ Chinese 
at alf, or employ' them in such relations 
w ith white labor th at one cannot be dis­ 
carded w ithout the other. 
I t is tolerably 
clear th at no gain to the Sandlotters is 
likely to come from the strictest applica­ 
tion of the new law, therefore; while it 
is equally plain th at in certain instances 
positive injury to the cause of white labor 
will result from it. 
Of the Chinese in Cal­ 
ifornia a very small jiercentage would 
seem to bo employed by corporations. 
A considerable percentage is no doubt ab­ 
sorbed by domestic service and the laun­ 
dry business. 
W hen the manufactures of 
cigars and boots and shoes are added to this 
list, the hulk of the working Chinese will 
he accounted for. 
The corporation law 
therefore cannot be said to exercise any ap­ 
preciable influence upon the labor situa­ 
tion, but what influence it does exert is 
prejudicial to white labor. 
This is a curi­ 
ous outcome of sand-lot legislation, though 
it ought not. perhaps, to surprise those 
who have noted the vague and impractical 
tendencies of that kind of statesmanship. 
The first effect of the passage of the 
statute is to increase the number of 
unemployed white workingmen in 
San 
Francisco. 
So far there is no indication 
th at 
it 
will 
make 
a 
single new 
opening to compensate for this direct 
injury. 
If manufacturers close their fac­ 
tories now, moreover, the chances are that 
th at they will keep them closed, for if 
cheap labor is indispensable to the con­ 
tinuance of their business, aud they can­ 
not employ Chinese, it follows th at the 
only way white men 
can 
secure the 
vacated places is to accept Chinese wages, 
and as they are not prepared for that, 
the prospect of a restoration of manufact­ 
uring industry must he regarded as very 
poor. 
The Sandlotters are now trying a 
series of experiments of a very dangerous 
kind for themselves and the community', 
and if these experiments produce unex­ 
pected and calamitous results, they will 
only have their own folly to blame for it.

A NEW YORK CRITICISM. 


A debate occurred iu the Senate yester­ 
day upon Satterwhrce’s w ater or irrigation 
hill, some of the peculiarities of which wc 
recently pointed out. 
Though the hill is 
of the briefest, it is not easy to determine 
its “ true iuwardness," w ithout special in­ 
formation such as is only open to a select 
few in cases of this kind. 
W hat is evi­ 
dent upon its face, however, is, th at it 
puts the riparian proprietor at the mercy 
of 
some 
indeterm inate 
Euapper-up 
of 
water-rights, 
who 
may at 
any 
time 
8 top in 
and 
virtually confiscate the 
whole of the stream th at flows through 
auy man’s land, and not leave him enough 
to#cook his dinner or wash his face with. 
The apparent pretense for the creation of 
this right of deprivation or confiscation Ll 
the paramount importance of irrigation, 
but it is obvious that in such a case a great 
deal remains to he said on behalf of the 
riparian proprietor. 
In the face of such 
a law, the existence of a stream on a piece 
of land put in m arket would amount to an 
actual dawhack to it3 value, for Mr. Sat- 
terw hite has reduced the riparian propri­ 
etor to his very lowest denomination by 
making him merely the tenant-at-will of 
the world a t large, and vesting all and sun­ 
dry the n st of the community with the 
power to dispossess him at any moment, 
by merely 
pronouncing the talkmauic 
word “ irrigation !” W e cannot see that 
a law of this kind is in any way calculated 
to improve the existing condition of water 
rights, which are already tangled and con­ 
fused to such an extent th at apparently 
nobody has any real rights or privileges 
w ith regard to w ater hut professional mon­ 
opolists. 
To invent cow a statute by 
which a riparian proprietor shall be made 
fair game for any plotting w ater prospector, 
doe3 not strike us as in the line of sound 


legislation. 


The New York Insurance Monitor is the 
best of th at class of special publications in 
the country, and is recognized as high au­ 
thority on all questions relating to insur­ 
ance. 
In its February issue it ha3 a brief 
article on tho insurance bills before the 
California Legislature, in which it remarks 
that Senate Bill No. 107 “ appears to be 
“ one of those vicious measures which 
“ short-sighted men will advocate when 
“ they attem pt legislation on those topics 
“ with which they have no real intimacy.” 
The Monitor characterizes the following as 
“ among the objectionable features ” of the 
bill: “ (l.)T h a t all the local companies 
“ shall increase their capital to §500,000. 
“ (2.) That all foreign companies whose 
“ paid-up capital is les3 than S300,000 
“ shall bo excluded. 
(3.) The raain- 
“ tcnance 
of 
an office 
in California 
“ where 
transfer of 
stock 
shall 
be 
“ made. 
(I.) The valued policy feature. 
“ (5.) The nullification of the arbitration 
“ aud appraisement clauses iu policies, as 
“ well as the requirem ent to submit to 
“ examination under oath of the insured. 
“ (G.fc Providing for the personal liability 
“ of stockholders in all companies doing 
“ business iu the State. 
If the law passes, 
“ and its requirements iu detail should be 
“ sustained by the Courts, it would banish 
“ the bulk of the companies now doing 
“ business in th at Stale.” 
The Monitor 
does not seem to realize th at this is prc-, 
cir.ely w hat the bills now pending are in­ 
tended to do, and th at if th at result can 
be attained, the supporters of the hills 
will he entirely satisfied, though in such 
a ease the iuterests of the public must 
he sacrificed. 
It 
is, 
however, 
some­ 
what reassuring to observe th at the 
Senate Committee on Corporations (as 
will be seen by our legislative report this 
morning,) does not intend to recommend 
these hills for passage in the shape they 
were in when referred. 
Our only doubt is 
whether it can be possible to make a really 
safe and good hill out of either of them, 
for while, as we have pointed out, there 
are existing abuses in the insurance busi­ 
ness which call for abatement, it is very 
questionable w hether the remedies for them 
could be satisfactorily engrafted upon 6uch 
conspicuously bad foundations. 
I t would 
probably he both the wisest and easiest 
course to draft an entirely new hill to meet 
the requirements of the case. 


MORE BAD BEHAVIOR. 


Two memlter* of the Assembly yester­ 
day renewed the disgraceful conduct which 
at the beginning of the session brought 
th at chamber into so much discredit. May- 
beil began the offensive business, and Tyler 
followed suit. 
The first was very properly 
rebuked by tqs Speaker, and thereupon 
subsided, bat the se®nd had to be taken 


in chargo of by the Sergeant-at-Arms, 1 
brought to the bar of the House, and there 
severely lectured, before he could be per­ 
suaded to behave himself properly. 
If, as 
seems probable, the members who have too 
little Eelf-respect to conduct themselves 
w ith propriety are beyond the reach of re­ 
monstrance and protest, the Assembly 
ought to give the Speaker a prompt and 
general support iu curbing their intoler­ 
ably had behavior. 
I t is impossible that 
the public business can be transacted 
properly while such scenes as th at of yes­ 
terday arc permitted, aud it ought not to he 
necessary to point out th at every member 
is insulted and discredited whenever the 
dignity of the Assembly is thus outraged, 
and the rules of parliamentary procedure 
are thus brutally violated. 
The very next 
time any outbreak of this kind occurs the 
Speaker should inflict a punishment suffi­ 
ciently sharp to bring the unruly 
and 
turbulent members to their senses, and 
the House should sustain him resolutely in 
the infliction of it. 
If this course is not 
taken it is clear th at the Assembly will 
soon be degraded to the low level of a 
ward club or a common “ dive.”

There are said to he 5,000 Germans >n

Coasting accidents are of daily occur­ 
rence in Bodie. 
Mumps are prevalent iu many of our 
California towns. 
The Vallejo public schools are attended 
by 1,000 children. 
Bev. Mr. Anderson, late of San Jose, 
has been engaged as pastor of the Episco­ 
pal church at Eugene, Oregon. 
Father Yeatch died at Cottage Grove, 
W estern Oregon, on the 3d inst. 
He was 
93 years of age, had been married seven 
times, and was-the father of 23 children. 
The Truckec river is running full of saw­ 
dust. 
No wonder the fish do not come 
up. 
And yet the Truckee people persist 
there is no sawdust in the river.—[Reno 
Journal. 
Much building is in progress throughout 
the W illam ette valley, and almost ail the 
local sawmills are running on extra time.

Some black sand, containing gold dust, 
has been exhibited in Seattle, which is said 
to have been obtained in the Black hills, 
not over ten m ilts from Olympia.

National Capital Affair». 
(Special to the R scokd-Union.) 


WASHINGTON, February 16th.—Represent­ 
ative Page to-day presented to the House the 
monster petition signed by about 1 ,6 0 0 citi­ 
zens of San Joaquin valley, and the accom­ 
panying memorial of the Stockton Citizens’ 
Committee of Thirty-five, asking Congress for 
ail appropriation for tlie improvement of nav­ 
igation of the San Joaquin river. 
Page also 
had printed copies of these documents laid 
on the table of each member of the House of 
Representatives, ready for their perusal be­ 
fore the House assembled. 
Senator Farley, and Representatives Davis 
and Page to-day presented to Congress the 
joint resolution of the California Legislature, 
urging au appropriation for the completion of 
the ironclad Monaduoek, now awaiting com­ 
pletion at the Mare Island Navy Yard. 
Senator Farley introduced hills providing 
for the appointment of official stenographers 
to United States Courts, aud for the pay­ 
ment of § 8 9 0 to Julius Martin, of Gilroy, for 
supplies furnished to the California Battalion 
of Volunteers under command of Colonel 
John C. Fremont in 1847. 
Page introduced a bill to repeal the section 
of the Revised Statutes which provides for a 
tax of one-half per cent, per annum upon all 
bank deposits ; also, to provide for the pay­ 
ment of tlie rent of Land Offices. It appears 
that the San Francisco office is the only one 
in California for which a rent allowance is 
made under existing laws and regulations. 
It is intimated in official quarters that the 
nomination of a new Commissioner of ludían 
Affairs will soon be sent to the Senate, and 
the indications are strengthening that ex­ 
Congressman Trowbridge, of Michigan, will 
be the nomiuee. 
The measures coming before Congress now 
are tested in tho light of their probable effect 
upon the approaching Presidential election, 
and when a conclusion is reached that harm 
might come of a bill its fate for the present 
is settled. The Democrats are anxious to 
avoid questions that may cause partisan de­ 
bate, aud this accounts for the unwillingness 
of the House to touch the Fitz John Porter 
bill. The Democratic members say that Gen­ 
eral Porter can wait uutil after the Presiden­ 
tial election for the passage of his bill, and in 
the opinion of many prominent members it 
will rest quietly without action until the 
next session.

W a s h in g t o n , February 16th.—The Senate 
special committee investigating the causes of 
tlie removal of the Poncas took testimony 
this morning from Bishop W. II. Hare, (if 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, the mis­ 
sionary in charge of the Poncas and other In ­ 
dians. 
He testified that from the time of his 
first personal knowledge of the Poncas, in 1873, 
up to the date of their removal to Indian 
Territory, they were in trouble on account of 
the failure of their crops by reason of drought 
and grasshoppers, and on account of rains and 
depredations qt the hands of the Sioux, and 
that they were anxious to be removed 
from Dakota. 
He had understood from high 
aud reliable sources that they gave their con­ 
sent to removal to Indian Territory, but 
when the time came they were opposed to it. 
The negotiations having been concluded and 
arrangements made, lie thought it essential 
that the Government, having gone that far, 
should proceed to their removal. 
It was then 
essential, in order to preserve the authority 
of the United States among the Indian tribes 
of that region. The Poncas had for years been 
suffering from failure of crops and from the 
incursions of the .Sioux, and friends of the 
l ’oucas who had loDg been making efforts for 
their welfare, to have them fed and to pro­ 
vide means for their protection, at last con­ 
cluded that it would he best to remove them. 
He thought so himself, and in view of all the 
circumstances, although he knew it would 
involve hardship for the Poncas, he united 
with Inspector Kemble in a telegram advis­ 
ing the Department to stand firm in its de­ 
termination to carry out the Poncas’ removal. 
Bishop Hare, in this connection, informed the 
committee that ho believed the course of In ­ 
spector Kemble towards the Poncas was 
straight,honorable and philanthropic through­ 
out. The Sioux, in making these raids upon 
the property of the Poncas, violated the reg­ 
ulations against leaving their reservation, 
hut they were so formidable a tribe that the 
Government was afraid of them, and was not 
afraid of the Poncas. 
Senator Dawes—So it appears that the 
Government took the Poncas away to the 
Indian Territory to keep the Sioux from 
hurting them ? 
Bishop Hare—Yes ; it may be looked at in 
that way. You know the Indians have a 
common saying, “ The better we are the 
worse we are off”—the Indians who kill and 
steal are likely to be well provided for. 
Senator Kirkwood—Is it easier to procure 
appropriations for warlike than for peaceful 
tribes ? 
Bishop Hare—I uudeistand that it is. 
Senator Kirkwood said he asked the ques­ 
tion in order to show that Congress must take 
part of the blame for the condition of facts 
referred to. 
Senator Morgan—Was tho Government’s 
failure to protect the Poncas due to a want of 
Congressional appropriations ? 
Bishop Hare—No ; I think not. 
The 
Government authorities were afraid of the 
Sioux. 
The P resid e n tia l Question. 
C h ic a g o , February 16th.—The Tribune's 
Columbus (0.) special intimates that Blaine 
is making strong headway there against Sher­ 
man, and that his meeting there on Thursday 
bids fair to eclipse Shermau’s of last week ; 
that Blaine’s friends are augmenting their 
own number daily from Sherman's ranks, and 
now include the principal workers at the 
Capital city of Sherman’s State. 


ASTI TILLENTTES TAKING FRIGHT. 
The Tribune's Washington special eays: 
The anti-Tilden Democrats are taking fright 
at the new movement they think they have 
discovered on the part of Tilden to capture 
the Democratic nomination. 
Democrats are 
authority for the statement that Tilden has 
fixed a formidable list of State delegations, 
embracing New York, all of the New England 
States 
(except 
possibly 
Massachusetts), 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Iowa,. Kansas, Colorado. Nevada and Cali­ 
fornia, together with Kentucky, Georgia, 
Flotilla and North Carolina. 
These States 
are claimed as certain to instruct for Tilden, 
and in addition to them New Jersey, Mary­ 
land, Texas and Illinois are represented as 
being debatable ground between the various 
other candidate*, with Tilden as second 
choice of all. According to the same author­ 
ity, the programme seems to he to secure a 
small majority of instructed delegate*, de­ 
pending on the custom of Democratic Con­

The Com­ 
mission appointed by Congress at its last ses­ 
sion, composed of Professor Clarence King, 
United States Geologist, Professor J . W. 

Williamson, Commis­ 
sioner of the General Land Office, Hon. 
Thos. Donaldson and A. T. Britton, to ex­ 
amine into the condition of the resources of 
the public domain, and make such recom­ 
mendations for a codification of the law*, etc., 
as might seem best adapted to the needs of 
the country, have about completed their 
labors. 
This work involved an examination 
of the country from the Mississippi river to 
the Pacific coast, and from the British line 
to Mexico.

codified laws will make many sections, be­ 
sides many reports of a special character, re­ 
lating to pasture lands, timber culture, home­ 
stead entries, irrigation, mining, improved 
methods of surveying and disposing of various 
lands, etc. The duties of the Commission 
have been very great, and the subjects treated 
aud examined of such an important character 
that unceasing labor and *tudy were required. 
The homcfttead system has been simplified, 
and everything relating to grazing, farming 
and mining in the West has keen carefully 
examined and studied, and modifications, 
changes and every improvement recommended 
which will protect and benefit those seeking 
homes in the West.

The Duchess of Marlborough, in a letter 
to the Lord Mayor of London, says:

danger from famine appears over. 
If the

Ireland need be allowed to die for lack of 
food. 
But the committee, to bring their la­ 
bors to a successful close, must spend over 
£40,000 per week for six weeks more.” 
A relief committee has been formed in 
Paris, under the presidency of Cardinal 
Guibert. 
The two men • arrested on suspicion of 
shooting at Arthur Crcagh, a magistrate of 
County Clare, have been released. 
There is considerable suffering among the 
small farmers in Ulster, who are too proud to 
complain. 
Fever has appeared in some districts in the 
south, in Tipperary and west Cork, iu conse­ 
quence of destitution. Relief has been given, 
but has come too late, and is not of the kind 
suited to the sufferers.

CORPORATIONS AND 
THE CHINESE. 


A E eco b d -U n io n representative yesterday 
made a diligent search into the question of 
the employment of Chinese by corporations 
and others in Sacramento. The result is a3 
follows : Authorities differ as to the number 
of Chinese in Sacramento and its suburbs, 
but the average judgment places them at 
about 2,800 men. This is considered a fair 
figure, and to include all Chinese men on ad­ 
jacent ranches and gardens who market here. 
Of this number about 1,800 live or work in 
Chinatown, or carry on business for them­ 
selves in the city or vicinity. A goodly num­ 
ber 
of 
the lot loaf, subsist by their 
wits and 
live upon their more fortu­ 
nate fellows. 
The remaining 
1,000 are 
employed in families, hotels,, restaurants, 
general labor, and in peddling articles about 
the city. There is no corporation in the city 
which employs Chinamen, or which has done 
so except, first, the railroad company, which 
has one Chinese employe, as an interpreter ; 
second, the Capital Woolen Mills Company, 
which formerly employed about thirty, but 
its works are shut down, and it is not thought 
probable that the company, when it resumes 
work, will again employ Chinese. 
The Capi­ 
tal Gas Company, City Railway Company 
and the Johnston Brandy Manufacturing 
Companyempluy noChinese. Thus, if the new 
law is rigidly enforced here, it will result iu 
the discharge of one solitary Chinaman—the 
“ Celestial” engaged at the depot to attend 
to Chinese passengers, hear their complaints, 
if any, communicate them to the proper 
officers, and to answer their questions. 
There can therefore be no shock to industry 
here because of any local enforcement of 
the law, 
and 
no 
enlargement of op­ 
portunities for the unemployed. 
In making 
the research yesterday, of which the above is 
the result, great numbers of citizens ex­ 
pressed their surprise at the statement em­ 
bodied above, the public having labored un­ 
der the impression that there were large 
numbers of Chinese employed by corpora­ 
tions. 
It is evident that the cessation of the 
employment of Chinese by corporations is not 
the remotest initial beginning of a remedy 
for the evil complained of. 
Extending this inquiry among those best 
qualified to judge, some interesting conclu­ 
sions were arrived at. 
One geutieman, 
whose opportunities for forming a correct 
judgment are equal to those of any person 
in the country, and whose judgments are al­ 
ways the * su lt of close observation and crit­ 
ical analysis, says that not over oue in 
twenty of the entire Chinese laboring popu­ 
lation is employed by corporations, and by 
far the largest proportion of those employed 
in this State are engaged to labor in agri­ 
cultural pursuits.

BOARD OF CITY TRUSTEES. 


The Board of City Trustees met yesterday, 
with ail the members present. 
REPORTS AND PETITIONS.

Porter, City Treasurer, giving an account of 
the transactions by him from February 1st to 
the 12th, the date when the office was trans­ 
ferred to W. E. Chamberlain, showing that 
the amount turned over to his successor was 
815,916. 
A petition was received from property- 
owners on Sixth street, west from H, to the 
effect that the presence of the cars on that 
thoroughfare is dangerous, and conducive to 
the reduction of property values, and asking 
that the track thereon be abolished. The pe­ 
tition was referred to the President of the 
Board. 
CITT RAILWAY. 
The matter of the preamble and order pre­ 
sented at a former meeting, relative to the 
City Railway Company, was indefinitely 
postponed. 
The Board adopted ordinance No. 162, 
providing that the City Railway Company 
may continue its track through H street to 
Thirty-first, on K from Tenth to Twentieth, 
and through Tenth street and under the It 
street levee. 
I t allows the company to lay 
its track through a tunnel to lie constructed 
to the right of the line of the street, and also 
provides that the company shall Complete the 
road to the Cemetery within the next six 
months.

AN INTERESTING CASE. 


In the Superior Court a ease is being tried 
which is interesting by reason of an unusual 
issue involved. The title of the case is Mary 
E. Harregan vs. George McKee, E. L. Bil­ 
lings, Odd Fellows’ Savings and Commercial 
Bank, and H. G. Smith, Trustee, 
The 
plaintiff is represented by T. .T. Clunie and 
N. Greene Curtis, and the defense by J. W. 
Armstrong and John T. Carey. 
The plain­ 
tiff asserts that on May 20, 1878, she was the 
owner of an undivided one-half interest in li>0 
acres of land, in section 17, township 8 north, 
range 5 east, Sacramento county, inherited 
from her father, Thomas Harregan, though 
the patent to the land did not acquire until 
after his death. She further alleges, that on 
said May 20th she was ejected from the 
premises "without being made a party to the 
suit of ejectment; that the defendants have 
since held possession, thereby depriving her 
of her rentals, amounting in value to 8525, 
and thereby damaging her at the rate 
of 8100 per month for each month, by 
reason of being deprived of the pro|>erty. 
She prays for an order for the delivery 
of 
possession 
of 
the 
property, 
and 
judgment for the above amount. The prop­ 
erty involved is valuable, and said to be 
worth about 816,000. The defendants, in 
their complaint, deuy that plaintiff had any 
right to the property.

Saturday the Pioneer Woolen Mill Company, 
which runs mills at Black Point and the 
Mission, 
discharged every Chinaman in 
their employ, and propose to do without 
them until the constitutionality of the Act 
is determined. Donald McLennan, President 
of the company, states that the action was 
taken not out of any consideration of threats 
from the sand lot, but solely out of respect 
for the law. 
Hitherto the company has been 
paying out 816,000 per month for white 
labor and 86,000 to its Chinese employes. 
The vacancies will not be tilled with white 
men, but after finishing up what work there 
is in the machinery of both mills will 
be shut down until the question of the con­ 
stitutionality of the law is settled. 
It is also 
understood that the jute factory at Oakland 
has discharged all its Chinese employes, 700 
or 800 of them, and will stop work.

The 
route between the Yenesei and the L n a may 
be regarded as beingopen ; but he questions 
whether a return voyage between Europe 
and the Lena could be accomplished in the 
course of summer. 
More exploration will 
be required to determine the feasibility of 
communication by sailing vessels between 
the mouth of the Lena and the Pacific.
